London, Oot. 8 —It is reported that the 
visit of PrinceBB Kalulani to England has 
some politiaal meaning and that ronewed 
efforts are being made to aooure tho intorost 
of Groat Britain in hor cauae. In addition 
to Mr. Cleghorn, her father. Col Maofarlano 
and several other of her adhorouts aro hero, 
inoluding Theophilus Davioo, tho princess' 
guardian, and Mujor and MrE. Wodehouse. 
Mr. Cleghorn culled at the foreign ollice 
yesterday with a lottor of introduction from 
tho British minister at Honolulu und had 
another conference there to-day. Tho Ha- 
waiian princesa iu treated with tho same 
formality as a reigning princess would 
bo troatcd. She haB grown to 
bo a tall, Que looking girl, and has boon 
buBy ever sinoo hor arrival from tho con- 
tinent. On Saturday last the Princoas went 
to Woolwich, and thia ovoning she was pres- 
ent at a lecture. After tho lecture she was 
a member of a supper party at tho Savoy 
hotel, which Mr, Hoofung, late charge 
d'affaires of Hawaii, gave in hor honor. Mr. 
Cleghorn has been in ill health, and haa 
been ordered to take a perfeot reat. He 
leaves with the Princeae for Italy in a fort- 
night in order to pass tho winter in that 
country. 

The amalgamated eocioty of engineers has 
notified tho Belfast ahip-builderB and engin- 
eera that unless tho demands of the society 
aro conceded, a strike will be commenced on 
Thursday. Tho employers state that there 
Is no chance of bringing about a compromise 
in the mattora in dispute. Tho Clyde ship- 
builders, who are working under an under- 
standing with those of Belfast, will it is an- 
nounced Buapend 25 por cent, of their men 
every week after the strike bogina and be- 
fore the end of tho month it is estimated 
that 50,000 men will bo in idleness. A long 
and severe atrugglo ia anticipated. 

Inquiries made at the French war office 
thia afternoon rogardlng tho reported cap- 
ture of Antananarivo show that while the 
nowa la oreditod there, no particulars have 
been received, and it ia not expected that 
the report will be officially confirmed before 
Friday next 1 . The Queen in a speeoh yes- 
terday ia reported to have said : " The 
French are close upon you. You aaid you 
would fight for me, but you have not fought. 
I will not yield. I shall die at the palace." 
Tho Hovaa are preparing to make the last 
atand at Ambonemauga. 

A dispatch from Muneter, Westphalia, 
says : " There has been a growing agitation 
here for Borne time against the order Issued 
to close the beer gardens and other similar 
placos for obtaining refreshments at a much 
earlier hour than customary. A number of 
serious conflicts have taken place between 
the polioe and tho inhabitants in the stroots 
of thia oity. Matters finally reaohed a oriels 
yesterday, when the gensdarmea and polioe 
charged a mob of townspeople with drawn 
swords, wounding many of the latter. There 
ia a very bitter feeling against the author- 
ities, and it is feared that there will bo 
moro trouble before long." 

A apeolal despatoh received here from 
San Sebaatian aaye it is thought there that 
Gen. Potevoja will be selected to assist Cap. 
tain General Martinez de Campos in the ac- 
tive operations shortly to be undertaken 
against the insurgents of Cuba. Gsneral 
Potevoja has already Boon Borvioo in Cuba 
and is well ccouBtomod to campaigning in 
that country. Ho is aaid to bo a very enor- 
getio officer, and brave even to tho degree 
of rashness. 

The hoart of Kosciusko, the Polish pat- 
riot aud general under Washington, will bo 
transferred on Ootober 15 from Vezla to tho 
musoum in the Chateau RaperBwijl, noar 
Zetuish. 

The Spanish colony in Mexico has notified 
tho Spanish government that it haa placed 
500 mulos at its disposal for ubo during tho 

ilitary operations against the insurgents 
of Cuba. 

A curious maritime disaster is reportod 
from Malaaaguaa, near tho Colorado reefs, 
upon which tho Christobal Colon rocontly 
met with dieastors, and whoro other diB- 
ustera to shipping have recently occurred. 
Tho coaating steamer Triton bolng in danger 
of going ashoro on tho roefa during tho 
recont cyclone, was sunk by her commander, 
and aftor tho gale was pumped 
out and floated. One of the offi- 
cers of the wrecked Spanish cruisor 
Christobal haa arrived hero from 
Mantua on board tho ateamor Pravino. Ho 
confirmed tho atory of tho dlsaBtor to that 
'/ossol, and added that tho Conde do Vena- 
dito und Infanta Isabel, aided by tho gun- 
boat Maria CrlBtana, ure hard at work 
trying to save tho guns and some of tho 
ammunition of tho Christobal Colon, aa woll 
as the safo of that oruisor, whioh contains a 
considerable sum of money. Tho oruisor, 
howovor, as already announced, will prove a 
total wreok. 

Tho Berlin Poab ieBues a statement in ro- 
gurd to tho disposition of Princo Henry of 
Prussia, regarding whom there have been 
mnny rumors to tho effoot that ho haB coma 
under tho dlsploasure of his brother tho 
Emperor William, and had boen practically 
banished from Germany. Tho Poat aoya 
thab at his own wish, aftor tho conclusion of 
tho court fetes next spring, Prince Henry 
will go on a long tour in Switzerland and 
Italy. Ho will, howovor, remain in tho 
cloBOBt touch with naval affairB. The ar- 
rangements made tot the distribution of tho 
various commands in tho navy Bhow that 
Prince Henry's absence has for a long timo 
beon anticipated. 

Tho Globe thia afternoon publishes a dis- 
patch from Berlin, Baying that owing to a 
sudden cold Prinoe Bismarok is slightly In- 
disposed. 

Advlcoa received hern from Havana state 
that tho Spaniards met a band of 300 in- 
surgents at Palmas Soriano, led by Oaatillo. 
Tho insurgents were routed, throe being 
killod and many wounded. The Spaniards 
sustained no lot'.. 

The German society for the promotion of 
industry has conferred a gold modal on Prof. 
Howe, of Boston, 

The Polltlaohe Correapondenz, of Vienna, 
publishes the note which tho representa- 
tives of the powers ab Constantinople have 
addressed to tho Porta, drawing retention to 
tho state of affairs at Stambonl and advising 



tho Porte to adopt measures for the restor- 
ation of order. The note states that tho 
subaoribere have their information partly 
from eye witnesses, and that it b'qows that 
private persona who were arrested were 
beaten and even killed without the peace 
officers attempting to prevent it ; that ord- 
erly peraona wore attacked, and that thoae 
who were wounded wore taken to tho oourta, 
to the police stations and to the priaona and 
killed in cold blood. 

Tho Moalem quarters of Stamboul have 
beon plaoarded with a notico inciting tho 
people against the " infidels." Tho polioe 
tear down theuo placards, but are either un- 
able or unwilling to do so before they havo 
been widely road and havo had the effect 
anticipated upon Mahommedans. 

It haB beon officially stated In London 
that tho recont disturbanooB at Constants 
nople will not stop tho negotiations which 
Grout Britain and tho powers are carrying 
on with tho Turkish government, looking to 
reform in tho administration of Armenia 

A tolegram rocoived at Yokohama from 
Seoul, Koroa, says that Tai Ron Kin, the 
king's father, loader of the anti-reform 
purty, onterod the palace ab the head of an 
urmed force, and the Queen's life la roported 
to be in danger. 

L'Eclairo, of Paris, this morning dolareB 
thab the Powers have decided to summon 
the Porte to submit to tho reforms demand- 
ed in tho udminiatratlon of Armenia. 

Br. Ellenbogen, of Vienna, Austrian dele- 
gate to tho Socialist congress now in ses- 
sion at Brealau, Silesia, was arrested this 
morning on tho ground that ho was "an 
obnoxiouB fnroigner." 

Arrangements have been almoat completo- 
ed by whloh the estates of Lord Henry 
Franola Hope, brother of the Duke of New- 
oaatlo, Including that of Doopdone; Surrey, 
will be transferred to an insurance company 
in consideration of enough to pay his 
debts at the rate of IQi. in the pound. 
Deepdene, ab which the Prince of Walos haa 
just been entertained by Lord and Lady 
Wm. Beresford, will partly be Bold in build- 
ing lota. Ib is expeoted thab Box Hill, 
which Is inoluded in the estate, will bo sold 
to the nation. The trustees of the estate 
are trying to sell the famous Hope diamond, 
which la valuod at £24,000 An American 
goutleman recently offered §100,000 for thia 
atone. 

Tho London nowspapera profeBS to see In 
the increased orowds which attended tho 
anniversary observance of the death - of 
Charles Stewart Parnell in Dublin evidence 
of the sympathy of the masses of Ireland 
with the Purnollitea and thoir cauBe. The 
Morning PoBt, alluding to the popular 
demonstration, Bays : " Nob a MoCarthy- 
ite dared to show his face among the 200,- 
000 persons who thronged the Irish capi- 
tal." 

The Sultan has twloe sent Artin Pasha to 
the Patriarchate in order to co-operate with 
the Patriaroh In the latter's efforts to induoo 
tho Armenians who have Bought refuge in 
the churches to return to their homes. All 
efforts in this direction have, however, 
Droved futile, the Armenians deolar- 
ng thab they have no confidence 
in the promises of protection made 
by the Turkish government. In all ninety- 
live bodies have been delivered bo the 
offiaialB of the Patriarchate by order of the 
Sultan, and it Is claimed that they represent 
all the Armenians killed during the recent 
rioting. Fuad Paaha has gone to tho Dar- 
danelles in order to Inapoct the forta thore, 
and a number of torpedoes have been for- 
warded to the straits. 

Dispatches from Barcelona announce ser- 
ious conflicts between tho Liberal and Cath- 
olic students of the University. The trou- 
ble la due to the fact that tho government 
suspended a professor who published a book 
deolared to be heretical. The riotB started 
in the university and finally roached the 
street, where the rioters wero reinforced by 
crowds of people. In the conflict between 
the Catholics and Liberals led by the stud- 
ents, many persons wore wounded. Tho 
disorder was with difficulty suppressed by 
tho police.

Ottawa, Oct, 8. — The officora of tho oity 
battalionB have made a big fight to secure 
tho regular twolvo days' drill pay. 

The Department of Fisherios has under 
consideration a petition asking for tho 
establishment of a fish hatchory on the 
Skoona rivor. 

During his rocent visit to British Colum- 
bia Mr. Schroibor, doputy minister of roil- 
(vuys, made a caroful inBpootion of tho work 
done by tho Canadian Pacific railway in im- 
proving tho Ondordonk seotion undor tho 
award of throo years ago. Tho total amount 
awarded was $590,000, to bo oxponded to 
bring tho lino up to tho standard of a firat- 
clasB road. Only §45,000 remains bo bo 
spout. 

The Quoboo list of appeals was finished in 
the Supreme oourt to-day, and to-morrow 
tho roforenco in tho fisherios case will bo 
tukon up. All tho provinces oxcopt Prince 
Edward Island and Manitoba havo filed 
thoir faotum8. The question in dispute in- 
voIvob jurisdiction ovor the fisheries of the 
inland wators and tho ownorship of tho bods 
and foreshoroa of all inland lakes, streams 
and rlvors. Ontario ia bho prime mover in 
opposing the Dominion contention. After 
yours of oorrospondonoo a friondly roforenco 
to the court was agreed upon.

Nkw YORK, Oct. 8. — A special cablegram 
from London, which tho World will publish 
to-morrow, sayB that an extraordinary and 
in many respects unprecedented publica- 
tion by a British diplomat haa boon quietly 
discussed during the paBt few days among 
tho foreign representatives to tho court of 
Sb. JumoB and in tho highor official and so- 
oial circles of London. This ia a 
pamphlet marked "For private cir- 
culation only," onl ontitlod "My 
mission to the United States, 81-92," which 
has just been issued by Lird Sack vl lie, 
who. as Sir Lionel Sackvillo, West, 
K.C.M.G., was tho British minister to 
Washington for tho porlod numed. It will 
bo remembered that Proaident Cleveland, 
almost on the eve of the election of 1888, sent 
Sir Lionel hia paaaporta, bscauee of a le'ter 
written by him to an alleged Englishman In 
California, commenting on tho approaching 
election. Thia pamphlet 1b Lord Suckvllle's 
defence and explanation, after seven years, 
of that Incident. But the probably unpre- 
cedented part of ib is first the freedom of his 
strictures upon the Amorioan peoplo and 
American public men ; and, second, his own 
expressed Indignation thab the British min- 
istry should have acoepted Mr. Bayard as 
ambassador bo Great Britain, while as Seo- 
rotary of State Mr. Bayard had wantonly 
inBultod in person its accredited repre- 
sentative. 

The late Chester A. Arthur was president 
and JamoB G. Blaine secretary of state when 
Lord Sackville came to Now York in No- 
vember, 1881. Lord Sackville notes his 
vory cordial reception by the Prosidont, bub 
romarks thab while Mr. Blaine was using 
most conciliatory and complimentary lan- 
guage to him, he was also currying on hos> 
tile oontroversy with Her Majesty's govern- 
ment respecting the abrogation of the Cloy- 
ton-Bulwer treaty. He therefore entered 
upon his duties with great solicitude. 

"I was well aware," he says, "of the diffi- 
culties I should have to contend within 
combatting the influence the Fenian organi- 
zation oxorcised over the government, and 
whioh was so powerful in both Iioubsb of the 
legislature." Lord Sackville quotes a private 
letter be wrote to Lord Granville, then 
foreign minister, in April, 1882, in regard, 
apparently, to'a request or demand made 
by Seoretary Frelinghuysen for the immedi- 
ate release of certain Irish suspeota, In 
bhia letter Lord Sackville distinctly states 
that ABBlatanb Secretary _ Banorolt Davis 
represented to him that th'o President felt 
embarrassed by the action of congress in the 
matter, and " that he, the President, trusted 
to the courtesy of Her Majesty's govern- 
ment in enabling him to avert international 
complications." He says be told Seore- 
tary Davis that " he must remember there 
was a public opinion in England as 
well as a preaB, neither of whioh 
wsb likely to be convinoed of the necessity 
of a concession to the United States govern- 
ment on this question simply booauae Con- 
gress was terrorized by Irish voters. Davis 
frankly admitted this and eaid thab the 
President himaelf appealed to Her Mi j ;sty's 
Government in the present case." 

Lord Sackville here deliberately Bfeates 
that Lord Granville, upon tho representa- 
tions of Lord Spencer, then lord lieutenant 
of Ireland and lately in Lord Rosebery's 
cabinet, telegraphed the first assistant sec- 
retary of atato Buying that hia (Lord Sack- 
ville's) life was in danger und ask- 
ing for protection. Seoretary Freling- 
huysen declined to take any step officially 
but Bent him to General Sherman. The 
latter Invited him to a trip in ' tho Presl- 
dent'e yacht.' All preparations were made 
in eeorot, and they spent ten days cruising 
in tho Jamee river, after whioh it was 
doomed that the excitement caused by the 
Irish executions had abated. 

Tho danger again became Imminent when 
he was Instructed to demand tho extradition 
of Sheridan for complicity in the Piceilx 
Park murders. Ho felb that such a demand 
would bo hopeless, and so reported to Lord 
Granvillo and the instructions wore revoked. 
A presidential elootinn was approaching, 
and Mr. Blalco waa likely to be the Repub- 
lioan candidate. 

" Ib wus at thia tlmo," saya Lord Sack- 
ville in his pamphlet, " that Mr. Blaine 
Bpokoto me In the moat condemnatory tones 
of the conduat of Her Majesty's govern- 
ment in dealing with the Irish question. 
Thoy had created such a hostile fooling in 
tho United StatOB that ho felt convinced !f 
the population waspollod, the result wou'd 
be an almost unanimons expression of 
hatred toward England. ThiB language 
clearly Indicated hia Intention to trado upon 
this hostility to England in ordor to ga'n tho 
Irish vote for h!s eloction." 

He notes Mr. Blaine's defeat with nob 
greatly reprossod exultation, and Bays he 
looked hopefully to the new Democratic ad- 
ministration and Mr. Bayard. The latter, 
he says, deprecated to him "tho influoncj 
which the Irish party had obtained in the 
constituencies, and expressed himself aa de- 
termined not to allow his action to bo dilu- 
ted by It." Lord Sackvillo thon roviewa tho 
negotiation over the Behrlng sea question, 
and asserts that noither England nor ihe 
Dominion could get justice bocauao the 
"government dared not interfere with tho 
Alaska Fur Company, which corporation 
wus rioh and influential in both houses of 
congress," 

TO SAIL FOR CHILI. 

The "Marlon " to Enforce Claims of the U. 3. 
Government 

San Fkancisoo, Oot. 8.— Tho United 
States Btoamship Marlon haB received or- 
ders from the navy department to sail on 
Thursday for Talouquauna, Chili. It is be- 
lieved that sho is going to enforce several 
olalms that tho American consul rocontly 
made in behalf of cltzons of the United 
States who have claims against the Chilian 
government. Ono of the officers of the 
Marion said that he believed tho purpose of 
sending the ahlp to Chill was for the pur- 
pose of making a display of foroo in the 
hope that snch a stop might have a ten- 
dency to hasten tho settlement of the olalms 
against tho Chilian government.

Steamship "Victoria" En lionte Here 
With Heavy Cargo-Steamers 
In the Fog. 



Considerable anxiety waB arouBed along 
the water front yeatorday afternoon when 
the aealor Agnoa Maodonald towed into 
port with her fhg at half must, no news 
of aDy deutha on board having boon rooeiv 
od, and oonaequently when Opt. Cutler and 
Orew came ashore they were beaot by 
moroua anxious frienda. Tho only aad news 
whioh Capt. Cutler had to relate waa that 
which the dig Hying at half mast donoted, 
whioh ho groatly regretted us, in hla own 
words, tho accident had thrown a gloom 
over tho veaael over alnco it occurred. Ou 
tho evening of the 19 h of last month all the 
crow wero chatting in the cabin when Win. 
Fowling, a hunter, went on deok in a happy 
mood, but when bo reached the deck ho 
lost hie balance, and in tho heavy sea. 
fell overboard. C»pt. Cutler at once insti- 
tuted a search and for a time tho troub'e 
seemed to have baen increused, as ono of 
the boatB stayed oub so long that it waa 
feared it, too, had been lost. Tho search, 
whioh vtis ri'ndered difficult by tho prevail- 
ing darkness, was, however, in vain, aa no 
thing could be aeon of tho missing man, 
Fowling wus probably .'!"> years of age, and 
loaves a widow residing in Victoria. Ap.irt 
from this acoidont tho Macdonald'a cruise 
had been generally pleasant. Sho secured a 
totaljcitoh of 1,973 ekine, of whioh 1,263 
wero obtained in Retiring aea. Coming 
homo sho stopped at Quatalnw sound for five 
daya and on reaching tho Straits waa de- 
tained two days by tho fog. Tho M icdon- 
aid while hunting picked up a canoe and 
two Indiana belonging to another schooner, 
who Had boon out two diya at Bea. 

INTEREST REVIVED 

Interest in tho collision on October 8, 
1S92, botwoen the steamers Premier and 
Willamette waa rovivod on Monday by the 
filing in the Federal court at Seattle of 
four auita for damages against the two ow- 
ing companies. 

Several months ago Judge Hanford made 
a decision in whioh ho awarded big dim- 
ages to thoso who brought suit for injuries 
received by themeelvea or for the death of 
relatiireB. The owner3 appealed to the 
cuit court of appeals, and about ten days 
ago a decision was handed down reversing 
Judgo Hanford's deoiaion as to aomo of the 
oaaea. Tho circuit court said that, the 
Willamette already having boen tied up by 
other libelants, thoso who came into court 
later had nob libeled the steamer j they 
should have rescind her. The 
Buits which wore begun wore by some 
of thoan whosB cases had been reversed by 
Judce Hanford. In tho caae of John Ran 
kin, tho libelant suys that ho is the lather 
of John J. Rankin, who was killed in tho 
collision, and the father claims that he waB 
to a great extent dopondont upon hla earn 
ingB. Rankin claims damogoa in the Bum of 
520,000 Ida F. Richardson, tho widow of 
W. N. Richardson, a passenger on the 
Premier, claims §25,000 damagos. Thomaa 
Foran says that ho waa a passenger on the 
Premier at the time of the collision and was 
permanently injured thereby. He wants 
§15,000. A. W, Davis, another paeaenger 
on the Premier, claimo that hewaB doprivod 
of his ability to earn a livelihood. He wants 
$25,000 

SEYMOUR NARROWS NAVKiATED IN FOR. 

Steamer Willapa arrived in Seattle lato 
Saturdiy night from Alaska, having run 
Seymour Narrows in a denao fog. She had 
a bard trip from Thuraday night at mid- 
night, when she encountered a heavy fog at 
a point above Salmon river. On Friday 
morning about 9 o'clook, tho fog n til 1 hang- 
ing close to tho water like a heavy blanket, 
tho Btcamor found herself at the entrance of 
Seymour Narrows, Tho tide waB with the 
steamer half way through, but then it 
changed and the waters surged and foamed 
in fury. Both Capb. George Roberta and 
Pilot Lonnon were on the bridge and all 
bands on deck, ready in caae of accident, 
but when the pa»8engora came on deok tho 
danger spot had been passed. 

THE " VICTORIA " INWARD 110CND. 

J. F. Macrae, agent of the Northern 
Pacific Btoamship line, waa yeatorday ad 
vised of tho steamship Victoria'n departure 
from Yokohama on the 4;h inat. She will 
be due hero on the 19:h inBtant with .'i,000 
tons of overland cargo, including 1,900 bales 
of silk for Now York, 300 tons for Victoria, 
1,400 tone for Portland and Sound cities, 
and 150 tons for San Francisco, whioh as 
usual will bo landed hero. Oa thia trip tho 
Victoria cirrtoa no Japaneao passengers, but 
has thirty Chinese for Victoria and fifty fpr 
other places.

Will Allen Dromcoole Speaks of Her as 
the "Mother of u Gr.'at Cause." 

Miss Will Allen Drorugoole, tho pop- 
ular southern author, gave an address 
at the Capital college in Atlanta recent- 
ly, and paid a high tribute to Mis.s An- 
thony, which was warmly applauded. 
Sho said: 

It is a great thing to bo tho mother of 
a great cause. Years ago there flashed 
upon the world a woman. bhe had no 
other announcement than tho "wild 
scheme" she had mothered. Wherever 
she went the hiss, the sneer, the linger 
of scorn were sure to follow. Yet sho 
pushed right on. the implacable enemy 
of slavery in vanity's dress, tho mother 
of an unborn cause. To mo she stands 
majestic ainoug women. To mo sho is 
tho grandest picture in the book of our 
time. To me, like the prayer of my 
childhood, the name of Susan B. An- 
thony holds something grandly, solemn- 
ly, pathetically, magnificently sacred. 
Whatever may have been her blunders, 
whatever her faults, still she fought for 
women. And since she fought for wom- 
en, in the name of womanhood lot no 
woman cast a stone at her. 

Sho is ono of thoso who will never 
die. Her name will go thundering down 
tho ages long after yotv and I are for- 
gotten, while her cause, tho cbild for 
which she sacrificed so much that makes 
a woman's life dear to her, win live, 
and throb and thrive and flourish long 
after she has found a refuge under moss 
and marble. And her name shall out- 
wear the marble that shall cover her 
great heart. Posterity shall weave for 
her a crown that old Time cannot touch. 

Y T ou may refuse her a hearing today, 
deny her tiio rosomid tho laurel, but to- 
morrow shall avenge her, and already 
thut tomorrow is dawning. Upon the 
western slopo where her sun goes down 
already tho rose of tho now day is re- 
flecting. 

Already the world has caught her 
message ; already tho ear of woman is 
attuned to its meaning; already the 
multitudes rise up to "call her blessed;" 
already upon the threshold of life stands 
the new woman, the creature of bor in- 
spiration, knocking for recognition. 
And as Moses refused to bo called the 
son of Pharaoh's daughter, so this new 
woman refuses longer to be regarded 
merely as man's amusement and step- 
daughter to Adam's sparerib. 



Will Try to Improve the Law. 
Tho Twentieth Century club of Wash- 
ington city has been discussing the 
"Legal Status of Women In the District 
of Columbia." As tho common law 
provails there with regard to women, 
it was not difficult to point to many 
instances of great hardship. Mrs. Enoch 
Totten, president, said that a widow 
could not control property acquired 
through gifts of her husband. Tho club 
voted to co-operate with the Federation 
of Women's Clubs and other organiza- 
tions interested in the matter iu a peti- 
tion to congress to codify the laws of the 
District of Columbia. Tho board of 
trade of Washington has the matter iu 
charge and has engaged legal talent to 
prepare a proper bill for congress. 
Women organizations have been re- 
quested by tho hoard of trade to formu- 
late their bill, so that it may bo incor- 
porated and presented in the general 
petition. — Washington Letter.

A MATRICIDE. 

A trial which recently took place before 
the Central Criminal Court in England ab< 
braoted a greab doal of attention. It was 
the trial of a lad of thirteen years of ogo for 
the murder of hla mother. The hideously 
unnatural crime was committed coolly and 
deliberately. The boy, whose name la 
Robert Allen Coombes, murdered his mother 
while ahe was aaleep for no other purpose 
than to get possession of a little monoy 
Aasooiated with the lad waa bis younger 
brother Nathaniel, who aeema to havo taken 
no aotivo part in the commission of the 
crime. Ho, however, knew of ib after it waa 
committed and nob only expressed no 
horror at the awful deed or aorrow for the 
loss of his mother, but with evident enjoy 
monb helpod to spend the money that had 
been secured. 

The crime waa committed in the village 
of Plaiatow. The boys were the sons of a 
steward of an Atlantio ateamBhip. Their 
father waa on a voyage to New York ab the 
time. According to the story told by the 
younger boy, Robert while hia father waa 
still ab home bought a knife with the ex 
preas intenbion of killing hia mobher. The 
bays appear to havo talked the matter over, 
On the night of the 7th of July 
Robert stabbed hia mother with 
hla jkck-knifo, and whon ahe was 
dead told hia brothor what he had done. 
Nathaniel would not balieve him until he 
had aeen the body. Ho doea nob appear to 
have been shocked or aorry. The utter cal 
louaneaa of the young miscreants is the most 
singular part of the dreadful story. 

The boya searohed the house for money 
and took all thoy could lay their hands 
upon. They wore ab no pains to ooncoal the 
crime thoy had committed. They meroly 
ahut the bedroom door and wont away and 
amused themselves. They attended cricket 
matches and spent a good deal of thoir time 
in playing cards in the room adjoining that 
in which the body of thoir mu.'dered 
mother lay. Thoy prevailed upon a half 
wittod man named Fox to join in the games 
When they wore arrested tho two boya and 
tho imbecile were in tho house Bmoking and 
playing cards. By that time tho body had 
bogun to docomposo and tho air of tho house 
was impregnated with tho gaaea escaping 
from it. Yet tho boys soomod unconscious 
that thoro was anything disagreeablo in thoir 
surroundings or that thoy had dono anything 
wrong or were in any danger. 

After thoir apprehension, whon asked what 
possessod thorn to commie such a crime, 
Nuthaniol, tho younger, said thoy wantod 
money to go to "oomo island." But thoy al 
lowed days to olapso without making the least 
attompt to carry out thoir intention. It is 
said that tho morals of tho lada wore por 
verted, thoir feelings blunbod, and their oon 
scionoes hardened by roading the "penny 
droadfula " that boys can obtain so easily 
in ovory community. Wickod and traahy 
litoraturo may havo had some offoct in do 
moralizing tho matricides, bub ib Booms to us 
that thoy both actod aB if bhoro was some 
radical dofeob in thoir mental organization, 
for tho insensibility and thoughtlossnesB cf 
tho boya was phenomenal, and could nob 
havo boon artificially produced. A lottor 
which tho oldor boy wroto whilo ho was In 
prison to tho Rov. Mr. Shaw, of Plaiatow, Ib 
oalculatod to strengthen this conviction. 
Horo is tho extraordinary production : 

From R. A. Coomboa, H. M. Prison, Ho 
loway, Sopt. 14 — Doar Mr. Shaw, — I r( 
coived your letter on last Tuesday. I think 
I will gob hung, but [ do nob care aa long aa 
I gob a good breakfasb before thoy hang mo 
If they do not hang mo I think I will com- 
mit Buioldo. That will do juat as well, 
will strangle myaolf. I hope you aro all 
well. I go up on Monday bo the Old Bailey 
bo bo tried. I hope you will bo thoro. I 
think thoy will sentonoo mo to death, and if 
they do I will call tho witnesses liars. — I 
remain your affaotionato friend, R. A. 
COOMBES, Then bhoro waa a drawing of a 
gibbet, wibh a procession of threo poraona, 
over the laab flguro the word " executioner " 



being written. This drawing waa headed— 
"Scene 1. — Going to the Soaffold." The 
letter went on :— Will.— To Dr. Walker 
£3,000, to Mr. Hay £2,000, to Mr. Shaw 
£5,000, to my father £60,000, all the 
wardora £300 apiece. Then there was an- 
other akotch of a gibbob, with a person be- 
ing hanged, and with the wordB, "Good-bye 
—here goes nothing," iBsuing from hia 
mouth. Thia was headed—" Soono 2 — 
Hanging." Then tho letter went on :- P.S. 
— Excuse the crooked soaffold. I wan too 
heavy, and so I bent it. I leave you £5000.' 
Sharman (Sol.) — R Coombes. 

It dooa not aoom to ua singular that the 
jury pronounced tho writer of this peculiar 
letter insane. It is hard to bolieve that the 
boya who committed so horrible a crimo in 
ao extraordinary a way were in their right 
mind. The verdict in tho oaae of Robert 
Coombes waa guilty, but that he waa inaane 
at the timo the crime waa commibtod, so as 
nob to bo responsible for hia aoticna. 

THE RULE OF THE UNFIT. 

People aro beginning to find out in these 
daya that to ondow men with politioal powor 
is nob neoeasarily to improve them inbol- 
lectually or to elevate them morally. Even 
Rjdicals are showing that they suspeot that 
political power in tho handB of ignorant men 
who have not recoived any moral training 
worth mentioning is as apt to be used for 
tho injury of the aommunity aa for ita 
benefit. It ia as ovidenb to them aa to 
others that tho politioal and social problems 
of the ageneod for their solution knowlodgo, 
solf-restraint, solf-aacritico and disinterested 
as well aB onllghtened patriotism. Profound 
ignorance of tho saience of government and 
tho history of civilized communitioa, accom- 
panied by unmoasured couceib, is a poor 
outfit for a reformer in thoao daya. Vet it is 
aatoniahlng to eep how many of thoBO who 
undertake to mend tho world havo no hotter 
qualifications for tho work than thoao wo 
havo mentioned. ' 

The career of tho Populist party in tho 
United Statea ia Bhowing all men oapablo of 
thinking what a dangeroua weapon political 
power Ib in the handa of mun whoao oouceit 
and aelf-Bufficiency are only equalled by 
thoir Ignorance and tJ ■ -ir inexperience, 
Tho fantastic tricks which men of that party 
havo played and are playing in tho State of 
Kansas and other States of tho Union, if 
they do not make the angola weop make 
men of prudence and forethought tremble 
for tho future of their country. 

Harper's Weekly, speaking of the rule of 
weak and ignorant whites in South Caro- 
lina, says : 

The rule of theao men ia a grosa travesty 
on republican institutions. Ib makes bhe 
State conspiououa by reason of the strange 
antics that go by the name of govern- 
ment. Ita lawB are the orude exporimonta 
of the ignorant or the bold devicoa of the 
oorrupb. Ita executive departmenta havo 
been adminiatered in a manner that iaaomo- 
timos pitifully abaurd, and aometimeB grossly 
tyrannical. Ita bench was once an honor to 
the whole country ; it is now oontemptiblo. 
Under a good constitution euoh government 
aa that under which South Carolina euffeiB 
might be endured In the hope that the 
poople would some day rise agalnab it and 
overthrow It. But Senator Tillman 
and hie asBoaiatoa aro now holding a 
convention for the purposo of framing a 
Constitution that will establish bho rulo of 
ignorant and corrupb whites. . . Ab 
preBont and for aomo timo to come Seuth 
Carolina promisee to bo an object lesson to 
other commonwealths of what a domocraoy 
can become when ita worat elomenta obtain 
absolute control. 

This is said by a republican of the gov- 
ernment of tho Ignorant and tho corrupt 
under republican institutions. Tho same 
hurtful and disheartening effects would be 
produced under a monarchical constitution 
if political power were placed In 
the handa of men of tho same 
class. Ib ia a grievous error to suppoao 
that heaven-born Btatesmon can bo found at 
overy street corner. Thero are quack poli- 
tician aa well aa quack doctora in the world. 
The former aro far the more numerous class 
and the more dangerous, yet tho peoplo fre- 
quently uso their political privllegoa to place 
them in powor thinking that thoy are serv- 
ing themsolves and their country by bo do- 
ing. Tho obj act lessons all jrdod by Kansas 
and South Carolina and many another state 
and province seom to bo loBb ou a very largo 
proportion of bho inhabitants of free coun- 
tries. They chooae thoir rulora with won- 
dorfully little care and forothought. 

THE rOU AO K A iS BR. 

The ostimates that pooplo form of tho 
charaotor of tho Emperor of Germany aro 
vory various. Some look upon him as ar- 
bitrary and imperious, sotting an inordin- 
ato value on himsolf and tho position he 
holds. Those mon say that ho should have 
lived a hundred years ago. As it ia, thoy 
declare ho ia not sultod to tho times he 
Uvea in. Othors, again, regard him as an 
able rulor, whoao only dosiro is tho welfare 
of hia pooplo. He is, thoy say, energetic 
und even impotuoua, but ho ia prudent with 
al, and that ho never allows hiB impotuosity 
to hurry him into rash aots which aro pro 
ductivo of 'conBequoncos hurtful to hia sub- 
jocta. It ia to bo observed, thoy say, that 
the young Emporor haa mado wonderfully 
fow miatakos. 

Lord Lonadalo has lately mado an esti- 
mato of tho character and qualifications of 
the Emporor William II, which will sur- 
priao many who havo for some reason or an- 
othor formed un unfavorable opinion of the 
Kaiser. Tho roprosontativo of a Gorman 
nowspapor having rcquostod His Lordship 
to give him his opinion of tho Gorman Em- 
peror 

Lord Lonadalo, aftor romarking that ho 
would try to bo impartial, said bhat his ad- 
miration for tho Emporor was boundless, 
Ho was an " extraordinary " man in overy 
respect. Hla oomprohonalon, hia onorgy, 
hlamaetory of all subjocta which rousodhls 
interest, his memory, and, ibovo all, his 
foroslght, wore suoh as woro only found in a 
genius. His dotailod knowlodgo of all mat- 
ters oonnccted with tho army was astound- 
ing, and on other subjoots, suoh aa sculpture, 
painting, eto., he waa equally at homo. 
Lord Lonsdale then related two interesting 
instances of the extent of tho Emperor's In- 
formation. While inapeoting tho harbor 
and dooka ab Portsmouth Hia Majoaty per- 



oeived a German ahip laden with wood, and 
to tho intonso astonishment of those preaenb 
he waa able to bell them that ib had oome 
from Norway with no many tons of freight, 
and he also knew whither the vessel waa 
bound. Again, during the mance jvres, 
Lord Lonsdale waa on one occasion with a 
group of officorB who were vainly tryiDg to 
discover the exact position of a certain regi- 
ment. Lord Lonadalo Informed them where 
lb was, and, on boing asked how he knew, 
replied bhab bhe Emporor had bold him. 

" I am convinced," continued Lord LonB- 
dolp, " thab the Gormana do nob appreciate 
aufhoiently the genius of the Emperor, be- 
cause they have no ooportunity of observing 
him closely. When he aBBumod bho reins of 
government tome anxiety waa felt abroad 
booauae of hia tomporament and his youth. 
Bub under his command tho army haa re- 
mained the beat in the world, tho peace of 
Europe haa nob been disturbed, and tho 
prestige of Germany among the Powera is 
oontinually increasing. Ho has in a Jew 
years succeeded in gaining high reapoot 
abroad, and eapoolally in England, and all 
who know hiB keen intellect and hiB talented 
nature must be hia warm admirers, and will 
oorroborato my assertion that he is one of 
the most prominent mon of all times. If ho 
has a fault ib ia his youth, and that ia a 
fault whioh is correoted daily and often 
only too quickly. I consider that land a 
happy one which posscsBoa auoh a Sovoreign, 
and I am poaitivo thab one day Gormany 
will do juBtioo to tho qualities of William 
II."

Hero are Bradstroot's oommontB on tho 
Bhowing made by tho Dominion : 

Thoro aro 86 fewer business failures re- 
ported from tho Dominion of Canada during 
tho past nine months than in a like period oi 
tho preceding year, a deoreaBO of moro than 
6 per oenb. Bub tho total liabilities of those 
falling aggregate $9,769,000, a falling off of 
fully 37 por cent. An examination of the 
details indicates thab tho shrinkage in lia- 
bilities of falling traders throughout the 
Dominion waa relatively heavier in tho Pro- 
vince of Ontario than in Quebeo, in both of 
which there have beon fewer business fail- 
urea thiB year than last. There are more 
failures reported from British Columbia, 
North west Territory and Prinoe Edward 
Island thle year than in a like portion of 
last year, bub bhe small numbar reported 
from those portions of the Dominion renders 
thoso increases of little importance. 

Thero is thia to bo said of British Colum- 
bia : Although the number of failureB is 
goater this yoar than bhoy wero for tho cor 
responding poriod of last year, tho amount 
of liabilitiea ia very muoh loss. Singular to 
say, the difference betwoon assots and lia 
bilitios is as near as may be alike in tho 
two years. 



THE PRIZE FIGHT. 

It speaks well for tho United Statea that 
Corbett and FUzslmmons cannot find a spot 
on its territory on which thoy can pound 
eaoh other into a jolly in peace and quiot 
noss. Tho docont people of tho United 
Statea have no sympathy with prize-fighters 
and the lovera of prize-fights. One State 
after another has refused to give tho pugil 
lata leavo to fight within ita territory. Ib 
was thought that the Government of Toxas, 
whoso inhabitants have tho namo of being 
more than ordinarily pugnacious, would not 
plaoo obstaclos In tho way of the combatants 
fighting it out in the part of the Groat Re- 
public under Ita jurladlotion. But the Gov 
ernor, Mr. Culberaon, was determined that 
if he eould holp it Texas would not bo dis 
graced by the brutal performance. Ho con- 
sequently rocommondod the Legislature, 
whioh happened to be in session when thero 
was talk of having tho fight in Texas, to 
pass a Btrlngenb law rraking prize-fighting 
a folony. The Legislature promptly carrlod 
out his recommendation and passed tho law, 
which tho Govornor lost no timo in signing 
Thoro oro, of course, thousands in Toxas 
who would eagerly attend the prize fight if 
the Govornor had pormitted it to tako place 
within the State, who aro well plcasod that 
a luw making euch fights a sorious oilanco 
has been passed.

Tho title Ib " From Fur Formosa." Now 
that the war going on In Formosa haB turned 
people's attention to that part of the world, 
and the literature on tho subject is some 
what scanty, reliable information from a 
man who knows FormoBa aB thoroughly asdoes 
Dr. Maokay will be especially welcome. As 
a result of bis labors sixty churches are now 
organized on tho island and at Tamaui Ox- 
ford oollege haa been eatabliBhod for training 
natives for tho ministry. Dr. Maokay haa 
had plenty of exciting adventures, which 
along with missionary work will bo doalt 
with in tho book. Many a time the Black 
Flags in the mountains lay in ambush for 
" the black boarded barbarian," as ho was 
called, whilo tho Chinese tried often to mob 
him in tho streets of the towns. Then the 
botany, zoology and geology of Formosa will 
be spoken of, and altogether a most inter- 
eating work may be looked for.

Miss Ray Frank laBt night in hor lecture, 
" Heart throbs of Israel, " had a aubjoot very 
doar to herself, In eloquent words she 
dwelt upon tho history of tho Israelites and 
tho wonderful improsa thoy had mado upon 
tho world. Going back to their origin, she 
said the Somitlc tribes had their riso in 
that strip of country watered by tho groat 
rivers Euphrates, Indus and others. Ib was 
always boaido groat wators that greab 
natioua took thoir riae, and civilization and 
commorao nourished. Tho Somitoa, from 
whom wero descendod tho Jews, had the 
Phoenicians on the one aido occupying a 
bettor vautago ground along the aea, and on 
tho other side tho Chaldoans. 

The development of man came from hia 
faaulty of imitation, and it waa from study- 
ing the wonders around them that the 
Semltos becamo imbuod with tho spirit of 
naburo, and had acquired the imitativo 
faculty in tho highest d 3gree whon the 
world was in its infanoy. Tho looturor 
wont on to show how from this the eun wor- 
ehip began, and then idols woro orocted, 
and after interchanges of thought with the 
Phccaiclans and ChaldeanB monotheism 
grew. Thon centurioa after when tho 
Somitio people were tho alavoa of Egypt, 
Moeea pointed oub to them the true God in 
the fire and thunder on Mount Sinai. 

The lecturer went on to traoe tho advent 
of the Jow to Greece The Greeks had aa 
tho reault of onvironmenb built up on idea of 
external beauty, of perfect proportions, bub 
lacking the real Bpirib. To this came the 
Jew, the resultant of tho Phoenicians, 
Egyptians and Caaldeans, The Jew sup- 
plied whab the Groek had lackod, bho true 
ideal added bo external beauty. 

Thon drlvon westwards they sottled in 
Spain, where thoy became tho loading spirits 
of tho country in science, philosophy, 
finance, diplomacy and learning generally. 
Hero tho Jow, reoognlzed ab his worth, 
brought practical reaulta in enriching and 
building up tho land, until driven forth 
by theological dissonaiona, which .aont him 
a wanderer across tho sea. Miaa Frank 
quoted FiBko, the historian, to show that a 
Jewish Bailor with ColumbuB waa tho firBb 
man in tho expedition to land on the Boil of 
America. Sho showed how aftor the re- 
formation in Gormany and tho RenalaBauce 
in Franco the Jows had riBen in all coun- 
tries aa tinanoior8, aciontiata and atatosmen. 
Even in Ruaaia, where tho Jow wae perse- 
cuted, hia abilitios wore recognized. Five- 
sixths of literature has something relat- 
ing to tho Jows, the people who had stood 
up under such misfortunes and oppression 
that would and had crushed other peoples 
out of existence. 

Sho wont on to show thattho Jow was not 
a particular nationality, bub tho adhoront of 
a particular orood and way of living. She 
wantod to do away with tho popular fallacy 
that the Jowa had a particular cast of coun- 
tenance. It waB true, though, that tiking 
any Jewish face, oven in tho worBb of them, 
thoro did remain a peculiar sign " auch aa 
we aeo In the faco of the Saviour when wo 
look to see tho aoul." 

Tho Jowa had novor fillod the priaona or 
aByluma ; thoy did nob boat thoir wives or 
ohildron. Thero were oxcoptionB, bub bhoy 
wero nob the rule. Touching on the code of 
Ufa laid down for tho Jow in the B.blo, Miss 
Frank remarked that nover will thoro be 
juBtice dono batwoen capital and labor till 
Jowish idea is the basis of modern

HON. DESIKE (illlOllARD. 

Biographical Sketch of tho New Judge ofthe 
Supreme Court of Canada. 

(From tho Montreal Ga/.otto.) 
The appointment of Mr. Girouard, Q C , 
M P., to the vacancy in tho Supromo Court 
of Canada, caused by the resignation of 
Hon. JuBtioe Fournier, will be a distinct 
gain to the judiciary. By common conBent 
the member lor Jacques Cartier has long 
been marked out for tho preferment he has 
now received. His ripe experience both in 
the domain of publio uffaira and in law, his 
high character, his great integrity and 
sturdy independence, peculiarly fib him to 
adorn tho bench of tho highest tribunal in 
the Dominion, It is now ugood many yeara 
since Judge Girouard began the practice of 
bis profession in Montreal, and it is 
nearly as long a time Bince he at- 
tained a place in the front rank of the Bar, 
for his riso was rapid and his promotion al- 
ways well maintained. Before ho was ad- 
mitted to practice he had given manifesta- 
tion of that untiring industry and love of 
close study and research to which not a 
little of his professional Bucceaa is attrl 
butable, by publishing a work upon a branch 
of commercial law, and it may truthfully be 
aaid of him that nob' since hia atudent life 
began has he known what ib ia to reat from 
labor. He ia now in the prime of atrength, 
with all hia focultioa matuted, with a ripe 
experience i.ud especial aptitude for the 
Bench ; p'^-tBsing as ho does an essentially 
judicial piaud, Judge Girouard is a type of 
i ha be°> class of lawyers. He has made ib a 
practloj in hia professional business always 
to dieoourage litigation and to advise, when, 
ever possible, settlements out of court. Ho 
Is a gentleman of sensitive honor, and in the 
course of a public life extending over some 
twenty yeara haB gained the reapect of his 
political opponents, who nn more than one 
occasion have testified to hia uprightness 
and impartiality while discharging the re 
sponsible and often delicate duties of ohair 
man of the committee on privileges and 
elections. Judge Girouard, after his 
first eleotion to the House of Commons, 
ceased to accept retainers from constituents, 
although his advice was always gratuitous 
ly placed at their disposal, and frequently 
availed of. He adopted, in fact, tho whole- 
some rule of keeping hia legal distinct from 
his political business, never permit 
ting one to be contingent upon the 
other. Hie olientelo haa been a large 
ono, and hia praotico for many years pas! 
haa yielded him a lucrative income, so con 
aldorable, indeed, as to have removed from 
any ambition ho may havo had to obtain a 
seat on tho Supromo court the consideration 
of the salary attached to that position. His 
olevation at tbia time when his poworB are 
at their full measure will be a losa to tho 
bir uud to tho public life of Canada. We 
have reforred to tho reBpeot ho always com 
manded in parliament, in which body ho 
took a prominent placofrom the day of bis 
entrance into it. In politics ho was a con- 
sistent and loyal Conaervative, serving 
arduously and faithfully in the front 
ranks of his party, and rendering on 
occasion wise oounsol and prompt action 
Tho lato Sir Georgo Cartier waB onco do 
scribed, we believo, as an Englishman who 
spoke tho French language. Judge Girouard 
might bo termod a Britisher of Fronoh Canu 
dian Ilnoage. He is ardently loyal to the 
empire, and to tho laws and constitution, 
upon which its private and public rights and 
liberties arc founded. His mind has been 
cast upon broad lines and there is 
nothing of intolerance of race or creod in his 
nature, hia whole professional, social and 
publio life being au oxamplo of the large- 
minded, cultured and liberal gentleman. 
Tho government haB mado a wise selootion 
in appointing Mr. Girouard to tho Supreme 
court, for his accession to that bench will 
tend to uphold tho dignity, reapoct and con 
fidonce the highest tribunal in the land 
ought ahvaya to enjoy.

Nor would 
ber co- workers in London havo again taken 
up the matter, the Pall Mall Gazette Bays, 
had they not been virtually driven to do bo 
in solf dofonco through an open ridicule to 
which they were being subjected. 



SHIPS FOR JAPAN. 

The New Nation Believed It Could Bulla Hb 
Own Cruisers— Negotiations With 
U. 8. Builders. 

BUFFALO, Oct. 8.— A ap.ciai to the Com- 
mercial from Washington aaya the recent 
visit to Japan of Mr. Irving M. Scott, pre- 
sident of tho Union Iron Works, of San 
Franoiaco, to obtain contractu to build somo 
of tho JapaneBo cruisers, was unsuccessful. 
Mr. Scott found that tho Japanese had a no- 
tion that they could construct vessole on 
their own account in their own dockyardB. 
Mr. Scott says whon Count Okama, now 
retired, had tho position now occupiod by 
Count Ito, ua minister of foreign allairB, 
the J upunose govorumont of its own voli- 
tion, suggested to tho American minister, J. 
F. Swift, of California, thab they would 
bo glad to give a contract for c now ironclad 
to the Union Iron WorkB of San FranoiBoo. 
Count Okama Bald tho govornmont was pro- 
pared to do thia for two roaBons. First, 
because they woro satietied that tho United 
Statos wero taking tho load in the construe 
tion of warships ; aeoondly, bocaUBO thoy 
wanted to express in somo Bubatantial man- 
ner their appreciation of tho manner in 
whioh tho United Statos aldod them in thoir 
struggle to engraft WoBtorn mothods upon 
thoir body politic. General Swift, however, 
did not think it his duty, as minister of the 
United StateB, to advance tho intorosts of 
any prlvabo firm of shipbuilders. Ho 
fancied his personal intogrity might be 
questioned if ho tranamlttod the proposi- 
tion. At any rate ho did nothing in the 
matter.

A Colored Minister In Chicago Declares that 
His People Will Retaliate for 
Lynchings. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 8. — "If the law is not al- 
lowed to tako ita courso concerning our moo 
involvod in crime, tho torch may be applied 
in thoao cities whoro the outrages ocour." 
Theao words wore uttorod at tho olosoof tho 
regular aervloe by Rev. J. M. Townsond, 
colored, pastor of Quinn ohapol, Twonty- 
fourth Btroot and Wabash avenue, An 
audienoo of 1,000 oolorod pooplo applauded 
the Bontimonb and roao to their foeb to 
further show their appreciation of thoir pas- 
tor's Btand. Rev. Mr. Townsond's sermon 
hud bBon called forth by tho reporb in the 
morning papors of tho .outrages upon Neal 
Smith, ab Chattanooga. Whon ib waa finish, 
ed tho pastor gavo oub the hymn, "Thou 
Sleepoth, Justioe, Awako 1 " At the con- 
clusion of the singing, Bev. Mr. Townaond 
caked the audienoo to remain a ahort timo. 

I want no one to leave tho house while I 
am speaking." He produced a dipping from 
a morning paper, road the account of the 
torturing of Neal Smith, and then said : 
" This mast stop in a Christian land." 



Port Louis, Island of Mauritius, Got. 8 — 
Adviooa receivod to-day from the Island of 
Madagascar announce that the Fronch ex- 
peditionary force, which has been advan- 
cing on the capital (or many weeks past, 
captured Antananarivoon Septomber27 The 
prime minister and courb, ib is added, fled 
to Ambosistra. Tho news waa brought to 
tho coast by couriora from V atomaudry on 
Septombor 30. Dispatches recolved from 
Tamatave aay that Faralatra was bom- 
barded by tho French cn October 2 and 
at' acked by assault on the following day. 

Paris, Oct. 8. — Whon tho foregoing dis- 
patch from Port LouiB waa received this 
morning announcing tho capture of Antan- 
aiivo, capital of the Island of Muduguacar, 
by tho French, it caused a fooling of great 
relief to tho government, aa it has been ro- 
cognized for somo time that tho defeat of 
tho French would moan u ohango of min- 
istry. Tho news of tho victory quickly 
Bproad throughout tho city, causing great 
excitement ond muoh rtjoicing. 

London, Oct. 8 —Tho Times thia morn- 
ing says of tho oapturo of tho capital of 
Madagascar : " Thj capturo of Antananarivo 
really alters nothing. It is an achievement 
but nob a Buooeaa. Having marched up tho 
hill Genoral Duchosno hue the option of 
Btaylng at the top or marching down again, 
and these alternatives are equally inglorious 
and unsanitary. Tho Hova government and 
courb have vanished into the backwoods, 
while there is hardly a truce of administra- 
tion in the European sense. The Fronoh 
will have to construct everything from 
foundations with tho poorest and most 
worthless materials, and ib may be ques- 
tioned whothor thia is worth doing." 

Tho Standard expresses tho hopo thab tho 
viotory of the Franoh may be followed with 
prudenco, vigor and moderation. " The 
political aottlament," tho Standard con- 
tinues, " will not bo coneidered now. Until 
General Duchesne has secured hla position at 
tho capital and has provided for the victual- 
ling of hia troops he will bo unablo to con- 
sider tho future of tho country ho haa con- 
quered but haB nob yet reduced into 
poaaoaaion." 

DURRANT'S FIGHT FOR LIFE. 

Was it Lcnahan or the Prisoner Who Visited 
Oppeniielrn .'—Victory for the Reporter. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oot. 8.— The moat 
important witneaa of to-day in tho Durrant 
trial was Charles T. Lonahau, the youqg 
irian who tho dofonod oontenda was mistaken 
for Durrant by pawnbroker Oppenhoim. 
Leoahan, who does not bear a striking re- 
somblanoe to tho prisoner, said that on 
April 3 he attempted to pawn a amall dia- 
mond ring similar to tho ono worn by 
Blanche Lamont, ab Opponheim's ahop. On 
bhab occasion he asked Oppenhoim the same 
questions and receivod the Bame roplioa that 
Oppenheim quoted in relating the conversa- 
tion he had with the young man who Oppen- 
hoim testified was Durrant. 

Then camo u surprise to the dofence which 
counJorncted nearly all of the strength 
gained from tho witness' testimony. Len- 
ahan said ho had tried to pawn tho ring in 
the afbernoon, while Oppenheim testified 
that Durrant entered tho ahop in the morn- 
ing. Attorney Douprey was considerably 
disconcerted by the statement of this wit- 
nosB, and endeavored to Impeach Lenahan'B 
testimony. 

Judge Murphy decided thab he had no 
powor to punish MiaB Carrie Cunningham, 
tho newspaper reporter, for contempt of 
court. During tho trial of the Durrant caae 
last week Miaa Cunningham waa called to 
bho stand by tho defonoo and aakod to tell 
where sho obtained certain Information re- 
lative to Mrs. Loako's testimony. When 
Miss Cunningham firat refused to anBWor tho 
question, Judge Murphy announced that ho 
would send her to priaon for contempt. Ilut 
to day to decided that he had no power fo 
to do ; ho Bald instead that tho defence had 
no right to uek the queatlon, ub it could not 
impeach Mre. Leake's testimony. 

The Court also revorsod the ruling mado 



laeb week by which tho defonco waa deprived 
of opportunity of asking Dr. Chenoy if he 
wob not pouitivo in hia own mind thab Dur- 
ront attended the leoturo ab Coopor Medical 
College on April 3. The Judge B»id that 
while ho ruled that thia question waB ob- 
j actionable, us it oullod for an exproEBlon of 
opinion by tho witness, ho would permit 
tho Dootor to anawer, us ho doairod to err 
on the side of the dofenco if ho erred at all. 

Dr. Cheney will be recallod to the stand. 
To day the defence resumed the calling of 
witneases to ahow tho provious good reputa- 
tion cf Durrant. 



A LANDSLIDE INTERFERES 

With the Clean-up at the Cariboo, Besides 
Severely Injuring Six 
Employes. 

Vancouver, Ocb. 8 — (Spociol)— A land- 
slide ab tho Cariboo mine, by which six men 
wore eerlously injured, muy affict the oloan- 
up for the eoaaon, which was to have taken 
placo in a fow days.
